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THE BOYCOTT. 

The Sacramente “Bee” Com- 
@ences Sait Against the Type- 
@raphicai Usier to Pretect 
Iteecif awd Ite Advertisers. 


stituted a boycott against the Sacra- 
mento Bee and the Zee has eom- 
menced action against them, asked 
for and been granted by the Court a 
restraining order until the case can be 
tried. The See publishes the fallow- 
ing history of the case :. 

‘*The Bee, to protect its advertisers 
and iteelf, yesterday applied, through 
its attorney, Judge 8S. C. Denson, for 
a restraining order to compel the boy- 
cotters to cease threatening and in 
timidating patrons of the paper, in 
their desire to injare the Bee’s busi- 
ness. The boycotters have system- 
atically sent around committees to the 
various advertisers, demanding that, 
t sign ao ment to withdraw 
thelr patronage this paper unless 
its managers would concede all the 
demauds of the printers. The 
) advertisers were told that if they de- 
nome s Pe sign, their own 
nder this preseure two of the Bee's 
many advertisers yielded,usaware that

they were making themselves party to 
a conspiracy to injure an eatablis 

business, for which they could be held 
liable. ‘To protect others from falling 
into the same trap, as well as tosecure 


its own rights under the law, the suit 


was commenced. Judge Van Fleet, 
in the absence of Judge Armstrong, 
issued a temporary restraining order 
as asded for, after spending a large 
portion of the afternoon in looking 
over the authorities cited, and set the 
hearing of the case for October 29th. 

The petition and the order are given 
below. Summonses were being served 
to-day on the defendants in the action. 

The Bee in this matter has taken a} 
course of arbitration, to which the 
Union, if it be honest, must assent. 
The Union declares that the boycott 
is a proper and legal method of en- 
forcing its demands. The Bee con- 
tends that the boycott is opposed to 
all the sacred rights of American citi- 
zenship, without the pale of the law 
and a menace to any community in 
which it finds indorsement. The Bee 
has resorted to neither abuse nor mis- 
representation, but asked that the 
Courts decide as to who is right. The 
community, as well as the Bee, will 
be governed by the law, whatever it 
—_ be; and the Unior, doubtless, 
will not consider itself above the law. 
Until the question has been decided, 
any overt act on the part of the boy- 
cotters, in opposition to the order of 
the Court, should only prejudice their 
own case, and would, of course, be 
punished as in violation of the restrain- 
ing order and a contempt of Court.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 


History of the Popular Cole From the 
Year 179% to Date. 

In the year 1878 the standard or 
“Bland” dollar was first issued, and 
most people considered ita very hand- 
some coin; but there are some critics 
who havé never ceased to complain of 
the eagle with uplifted wings, which 
they derisively term a “buzzard.” This 
talk has borne such fruit that Oongress 
has decided to improve the figure of the 
eagle and has authorized the director 
of the mint to procure new designs. 

Therefore, the present seems to be a 
good time to give a history of America’s 
most popular coin, and we can not do 
betver than give the substance of an in- 
terview with R. A. McClure, curator of 
the cabinet, and one of the best-known 
numismatists in the world, says Golden 
Days. 

The firstsilver dollar was coined un- 
der the actof February 12, 1792, and 
weighed 416 grains, and had a fineness 
of 802.4, which standard was continued 
for a number of years. 

In 1794 the silver dollar issued had on 
the obverse side a liberty head facing 
right with flowing hair, fifteen stars, 
above the head the word “Liberty,” 
beneath 1794. Reverse side, an eagle 
with raised wings, encircled by 
branches of laurel, with the legend 
‘*‘United States of America” around the 
edge of the coin, while the edge of the 
coin contained: “Hundred cents, one 
dollar or unit.” ‘ 

The next year, 1795, the design was 
again changed as follows: 

Obverse side—bust of Liberty, facing 
right, nair bound by a ribbon, shoulders 
draped and fifteen stars showing in the 
field. Reverse side—an eagle with ex- 
panded wings standing upon clouds, 
with a wreath of palm and laurel, 
which is crossed and tied, and the in- 
scription: “United States of America.” 
In 1798 the same design was used, €x- 
cept the using of two stars less in the 
field on the obverse side. 

On the reverse side of the 1798 dollar 
a change was made by placing on it an 
eagle with raised wings, besring the 
United States shield upon its breast 
and in its beak a scroll with the in- 
scription “E Pluribus Unum” upon it: 
a bundle of arrows, thirteen in number, 
in the right talon. Above were clouds 
and thirteen stars, and upon its fleld 
United States of America. 

From 1805 to 1839 inclusive there were 
no silver dollars coined for general cir- 
culation. In 1840 another change was 
made. On the obverse side of the coin 
was Liberty seated upon a rock, sup- 
porting with her right hand the United 
States shield, across which floats ascroll 
inscribed ‘“‘Liberty,” and with her left 
hand supporting the staff and liberty 
cap; below the date of coinage. 

On its reverse side an eagle with ex- 
panded wings, bearing the United 
States shield upon its breast and an 
olive branch and three arrows in its 
talons. Legend: ‘‘United States of 
America, One Doll.,” reeded edge, size 
24. From 1866 to 1873 same design was 
used, the words “In God We Trust” be- 
ing added above the eagle. 

From 1874 to 1877 none were issued, 
and the next design accepted was the 
present one in use, wnicn Was struck off 
for general use in 1878. On the obverse 
side we have the Liberty head facing 
left, upon which is acap, a wheat and 
cotton wreath and a band inscribed 

Liberty. Above the band the words ‘“‘E 
Pluribus Unum;” beneath, the date and 
13 stars. 

The reverse side has an eagle with 
expanded wings, pointing upward; in 
its right talon an olive branch with nine 
leaves; in its left talon three arrows; in 
the field above, the words, “In God We 
Trust;” beneath, a semi-wreath, tied 
and crossed, reaching upward to the 
wings of the eagle. Legend: ‘United 
States of America. One Dollar.” 

The trade dollars were coined from 
1873 to 1883, inclusive, under very pe- 
culiar circumstances. American mer 
chants, trading with Asiatic and Souttl. 
American ports, were seriously 
hampered for lack of suitable currency 
The standard dollar of 412 grains was 
light weight and would not pass current 
outside of the United States, and so 
these traders appealed to Congress to 
coin a trade dollar of 420 grains, stamp- 
ing on its weight and fineness. 

It was really an ingot of silver, and 
not intended for circulation in this 
country at all. But, somebow, the 
trade dollars flowed back to this country, 
and for a time floated at par, untii their 
legal standing was discovered; then they 
dropped to 80 or 90 cents. 

This decrease gave rise to a clamor 
that the Government should redeem the 
trade dollars, and eventually Congress 
passed a law to that effect. At the 
| present day trade dollars are only worth 
their bullion value. 

Upon the obverse side of the trade 
dollar was Liberty seated upon a cotton 
bale, facing left; in her extended right 
hand an olive branch; in her left a 
scroll inscribed ‘‘Liberty;” behind her 
a sheaf of wheat; beneath, a scroll] in- 
scribed ‘“‘In God We Trust,” and below 
the date are thirteen stars. On the re- 
verse side an eagle with expanded 
wings; in its talons three arrows and an 
olive branch; above, a scroll inscribed 
“E Pluribus Unum;” beneath, on the 
field, ‘‘420 grains 900 fine. United States 
of America.” 

In 1836, 1838 and 1839 some designs 
were struck off, but none of them were 
accepted or put into general use. About 
1000 1836 dollars were circulated in this 
way. 

This is the history of the silver dol- 
lar up to date, and we must wait for a 
year, perhaps, before we can add to ita 
description of the mew silver dollar.
